Receipt is hereby acknowledged of a Notice of Omitted Items in a Non- 
Provisional Application mailed December 23, 2003 in the above-identified matter. 

In this Notice, it is indicated that page 78 of the Specification has been 
omitted from the application filed on September 30, 2003. In response to this, 
Applicants respectfully submit that page 78 was, in fact, deposited in the USPTO 
with the non-provisional application papers on September 30, 2003 (in other words, 
Applicants hereby elect Option 1 set forth in the Notice). As evidence of this, 
Applicants are enclosing herewith a copy of a return receipt postcard for this 
application, date-stamped from the USPTO as being received on September 30, 
2003 (hereinafter referred to as Attachment 1). As can be seen from this return 
receipt postcard, it is indicated that the copy of the application with the cover sheet 
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specification, claims and abstract, totaled 199 pages. This corresponds to the total 
number of pages of the cover sheet specification, claims and abstract for this case.

"The entire disclosure of the prior application, from which a copy 
of the Oath or Declaration is supplied under Box 5, is considered as 
being part of the disclosure of the accompanying application and is 
hereby incorporated by reference therein."
